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New Constitution 
Moves GAA Forward 


A major step forward in the con- 
tinuing and mutual responsibility of 
alumni and the University for the ad- 
vancement of higher education was 
taken when the University Board of 
Trustees approved the proposed new 
Articles of Association of the General 
Alumni Association on October 13. The 
Governing Board moved quickly, and 
incorporation papers for the Associa- 
tion were filed with the Superintendent 
of Corporation, District of Columbia, 
October 20. 

The new constitution and by-laws 
represent a major change in that ten 
permanent committees, manned by vol- 
unteer alumni, are authorized for the

Trustees Approve 
University Senate 


Plans for the organization and opera- 
tion of a University Senate were ap- 
proved by the Board of Trustees at 
their October meeting. 

The Senate will be composed of 25 
representatives elected from the various 
degree granting colleges, departments, 
and divisions of the University. It will 
act as the voice of the general faculty 
and administrative staff in investigating 
and formulating policy recommenda- 
tions to the University President and 
Trustees. 

Also approved by the Trustees were 
plans for a Faculty Assembly which, 
in effect, formalizes the existing gen- 
eral body of faculty and administrative 
staff so that matters of general concern 
may be made known to it by the Senate. 
The Assembly is empowered to direct 
the Senate to include in the Senate 
agenda matters of concern to the As- 
sembly; also, it may act as a refer- 
endum body on questions referred to 
it for that purpose by the Senate. 

The first meeting of the Senate will 
be called at the discretion of the Presi- 
dent of the University after the repre- 
sentatives have been duly elected. A 
minimum of two meetings a year is 
required.

Driver Attitudes Survey . . . 


A three-year study of attitudes of 
drivers who have had repeated convic- 
tions for traffic violations will be con- 
ducted by the University under the 
direction of Dr. Thelma Hunt, Professor 
of Psychology, according to an an- 
nouncement by Dr. B. D. Van Evera, 
Dean for Sponsored Research. The 
unique program was made possible by 
a grant of $270,000 from the National 
Institutes of Health. 


Research on Government 
Contracts . . . 

A new program, keeping step with 
our changing economy where produc- 
tion under government contract in 
many industries far exceeds civilian 
production, has been announced by 
Dean Louis Mayo in the University’s 
newly established Graduate School of 
Public Law. The new program will 
formalize study and research in govern- 
ment contracts, under the direction of 
Ralph C. Nash, lecturer in law. 


City Traffic Problems Studied . . . 


Urban and Metropolitan Develop- 
ment, a new course in city transporta- 
tion problems, was offered for the first 
time this fall by the Department of 
Political Science. Special attention will 
be paid to transportation in the Wash- 
ington metropolitan area and the recent 
Mass Transportation Survey. 


Economics of Competition . . . 


Economics of competition, a gradu- 
ate seminar, was offered for the first 
time this fall. Named to conduct the 
seminar is Dr. Abraham D. H. Kaplan, 
senior staff member for economic stud- 
ies at the Brookings Institution, who 
was appointed Research Professor of 
Economics at the University in Septem- 
ber. 


Inventory of Languages ... 


Recent research grants include $47,- 
000 from the United States Office of 
Education for an inventory of languages 
—to catalog what languages are spoken, 
where they are spoken, by how many 
people, and the availability of language 
teaching facilities. 


Measurement of Measures . . . 


A metrology (the science of measure- 
ments) center to train people, improve 
measurement methods, and devise meth- 
ods for measuring fine quantities has 
been announced by the School of En- 
gineering.

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Elias Leads to Victory 


Bill Elias’ accomplishments in his 
first year as head football coach at 
George Washington exceeded the fond- 
est dreams of even his most ardent 
admirers. Victorious in the final game 
with West Virginia, the Colonials had 
won five games, lost three and tied 
one. This record, by a team which was 
given an outside chance of winning 
only one game in pre-season predic- 
tions, was sufficient to earn Elias 
“coach-of-the-year” honors of the South- 
ern Conference. 


Undeniably the greatest win was 
achieved at Denver where the Colonials 
came from behind in the last quarter 
to upset the Air Force, 20-6. This tri- 
umph, giving GW national prominence, 
started the Buff and Blue on a winning 
streak which extended through the last 
game at Morgantown. 


Although Elias modestly shares 
credit with his assistants Ray Hanken, 
Bill Neal, Hayden Buckley, and Al 
Carapella (he calls them “the greatest 
coaching staff in the country”), success 
stems largely from the inspiration of 
this prematurely-grey, 36-year-old Head 
Coach who learned his football at 
nearby College Park. Although not a 
first-stringer at Maryland University, 
Elias absorbed gridiron wisdom from 
such football sages as Clark Shaugh- 
nessy, Paul “Bear” Bryant, and the 
late Jim Tatum. But even more valu- 
able than the store of knowledge he 
thus accumulated, Elias possesses that 
certain “something” which brings out 
the best in his players. Local sports 
enthusiasts have been heard to say 
that, “Elias has made more friends in 
this area, and in less time, than many 
who have lived here all of their lives.”

Construction date for a $3 million ad- 
dition to University Hospital has been 
advanced to early 196] because of a 
recent gift of $1 million accepted by 
the Board of Trustees from Mrs. Eugene 
Meyer, widow of the late Chairman of 
the Board of the Washington Post. 

In appreciation of Mrs. Meyer’s gift, 
the Trustees voted to name the addi- 
tion “The Eugene Meyer Pavilion.” 

Facing Twenty-second Street, the 
new wing will have five stories, plus 
a basement and a sub-basement. 

Patient beds will be increased from 
425 to 525, and additional space will 
be provided for emergency treatment, 
laboratory investigation, medical con- 
ferences, and other uses.

Included in the building are a large 
activity area, suitable for a variety of 
sports, and a classroom designed 
especially for the use of audio-visual 
material.
